KOB Gets Synchronous Xmtr CP 


by David Hughes 


Washington DC ... The FCC has ap- 
proved its second recent construction 
permit for an experimental AM syn- 
chronous transmitter. 

In Jate August, KOB, Albuquerque, 
NM, got approval from the Commission 
to construct a 230 W synchronous trans- 
mitter at Santa Fe, 65 miles northeast of 
its main transmitter. 

Because KOB, a 50 kW operation on 
770 kHz, must pratect co-channel Class 
LA WABC, New York. it was having 
difficulty serving Santa Fe at night, ac- 
cording to GM Arthur Schreiber. 

At RW’s press time, KOE CE Gary 
Diamond reported that he was in the 


process of setting up the link to Santa Fe. 
He said the synchronous transmitter 
could be on line by mid-October. 

The Commission issued its first recent 
permit for a synchronous trensmitter in 
January te KROL, a new station licensed 
to Laughlin, NV. Synchronous transmit- 
ters relay a station's signal on the same 
frequency as its main transmitter in order 
to fill gaps in coverage area. 

According to Gary Thayer, a staff en- 
gineer with the FCC’s AM Branch, six 
additional synchronous applications are 
pending Commission approval. They 
are: KGNW, Seattle, WA; KIPA, Hilo, 
HI; WINO, W. Paim Beach, FL; KNEW, 
Oakland, CA; KNUZ, Houston, TX, 
and WORC, Worcester, MA. 


KROL fired up its main transmitter 


and its synchronous operation in late 
August, according to Tom Letizia sta 
tion president. “It's goong pretty good,” 
he said. 

‘The station is still busy fine tuning the 


system Letizia added 

KROL's main transmitter, which ope 
rates with 0 KW during the daytime bt 
had been operating temporarily with ?

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Radio’s Early Days 


BY BARBARA R. MUELLER 


HILATELIC Cinderellas, unlike the gal in the 

fairy tale, retain their glamour well past mid- 

night. In faet, collecting Cinderellas — fantasies, 
fiscals, stamp-like labels, bogus and such -- has become one 
of the most popular philatelic specialties of the decade. 

Curiosity about anything that remotely resembles a stamp 
runs high. This was evidenced recently by a letter to the editor 
of this publication requesting information about the radio 
seruied teception ‘'stamps” of the 1920s. 

These attractive bicolored stamps have drawn philatelic at- 
lention before. In 1982 and '83, some of the top students of the 
hobby discussed them on the pages of The Essay-Proot 
Journal and as a result a definitive article was published 
about origins, use and collecting modes. 

Back in the 1920s we had not yet achieved the throw-away 
cocrety, so even advertising and promotional labels, which in 
¥ 1s the nature of these items, were so finely printed that 
people were inclined to keep them because they had “class.” 

At that time, too, radio broadcasting was in its infancy. 
Lustening to the radio was a hobby in itself. People kept track 
of the stations they brought in on their sets, and that is where 
these stamps enter the picture. 

Some of the best information about them comes from 
Richard D. Sheaff, a stamp designer and member of the 
Citizens Stamp Advisory Committee. Writing in The Essay- 
Proof Journal, Winter 1983 issue, he described a coitection, its 
album and other radio collectibles which he had acquired 
quite by chance, Among them was a 1927 cireular from The 
EKKO Company of 111 W. Monroe St. in Chicago, a supplier of 

‘radio products,’ which explained the stamp scheme in 
detail: 

“A most interesting game of Solitaire, applied to radio, is 
the collection of EXKO Verification Stamps. It had its incep- 
tion some three years ago, and now over 25,000 listeners are 
known to be playing it. The player, upon receiving a station, 
writes to it, giving enough detail of the program to assure the 
broadcaster that it was actually listened to. For the ten cent 
remittance, a check of the station's log is made and, if correct, 
an EKKO stamp is forwarded. This is properly affixed in the 
special album, which contains pages already assigned to 
States or Provinces in alphabetical order. On each page 
spaces are provided to accommodate the uniform sized, 
assorted colored stamps with individual call letters surcharg- 
ed thereon, 

“Many stations forward therewith some details of the sta- 
tion, artists, statistics of their locality of something both in- 
teresting and educational. The majority of the stations concur 
in this popular plan. They all strive to please the fancy of the 
listener and this plan provides them with a record of the far- 
reaching effect of their broadcast, at all times of the year, 
vhich they would not otherwise receive, with such certainty. 
It also expedites their correspondence and establishes them 
permanently hefore the eye of the listener.”” 

Thus, these stamps comprised a primitive method of assess- 
ing the extent of listenership, an early-day Nielson-type poll of 
sorts. 

Sheaff described his album as a hardbound book of 96 pages 
measucing 9x Li’z, Us tide leaf (recto) declares it to be “The 
EKKO/Sroadecasting Station/Stamp Album. Containing 


Co ne 


Spaces for Stamps/from Every Broadcasting Station/in the 
United States/and Canada. THE EKKO COMPANY/- 
CHICAGO.” The verso side bears a 1924 copyright notice. The 
album has spaces for 561 specific U.S. stations and 44 Cana- 
dian, all with call letters. It also provides ample blank spaces 
for additional stations. Reference material and check lists of 
stations, call letters, wave lengths, etc. are given in the back 
of the book. 

A letter that was part of the 1927 circular mentioned above 
noted, ‘There are over 800 stations on the air, and this is a con- 
dition which cannot continue. It is almost certain that Con- 
gress will act in a very short time, possibly prior to your 
receipt of this message. This much is certain — radio broad- 
casting will be regulated and many stations, now on the air, 
will cease to exist. All of this furnishes you with an incentive to 
get busy now and obtain all of the EKKO Stamps you possibly 
can. When a broadcaster signs off for the last time or changes 
its (sic) cali letters, stamps of that issue are unobtainable, ex- 
cept on confirmations dated during its activity. This tends to 
place a potential value on those stamps of which comparative- 
ly few were issued." Then, as now, Mr. Sheaff noted, the pro- 
moters “hyped” the potential value of their ‘‘limited issues.’” 

Noted U.S. specialist George Brett made this analysis of the 
stamps themselves: Produced by the line-engraved intagllo 
method by the American Bank Note Co. whose imprint ap- 
pears below the design, the call letters of the stations and the 
words ‘Verified Reception Stamp” were added later by letter- 
press. The stamps are perforated 12, gummed, and are ona 
wove paper with horizontal grain, unwatermarked. The 
design measures 22% x 35% mm. The basic design is a bald 
eagle with its head turned to the left [tis perched on the earth 
wath the facing left foot on Asia and the cight foot on North 
America. Transmission towers are al left and right. Below the 
station label is a white-line engraved counter over which the 
verification designation was later printed. The letters E.K,K, 
and O are in the four corners. 

Colors reported by various Essay-Proof Journal readers are 
dull vermilion, banknote vreen. deep violet, reddish brown, 
yellow orange, ileep blue, ultratmarine, carmine, and dark 
olive, with overprint colors of blue, 
black, red, and green. Also reported 
was a pale blue stamp with the original 
“WBBF" call letters overprinted with a 
diagonal rubber stamp ““WGST," a pro- 
visionai, no less! Some of the stamps 
are known with a blank area for the call 
letters that is filled with a rubber stamp 
overprint. The Canadian station stamps 
appear to have been {ithographed in- 
stead of engraved and show a beaver 
gnawing away on a tree instead of the 
eagle. 

Caches of these stamps must be hid- 
den in hundreds or even thousands of 
attics throughout the country. Although 
they will never be the raw material for 
8 gold medal winner, they are in- 
teresting little items to play with as a 
relaxation from the more serious 
aspects of philately. And so far as pro- 
duction quality and appearance are 
concerned, they are even more attrac- 
tive than same ennatemporary USPS 
emissions that masquerade as govern- 
ment security paper.

Radio announcer keeps community informed 


One of the biggest voices on the South Side belongs to 
Georgio Argondizzo. He speaks for himself, the high and 
mighty and the underpriviliged. Bul, most of all he speaks 
for the l1alian Community of 3328 ©. Botisford Ave., 
Cudahy 

He has done all of this for almost 20 ycars as the host of 
the weekly Voice of Italy radio program on WMSE-IM. 

When not on the radio, he is a wave! agent, a notary 
public helping people through the bureaucracy of the Ttatian 
government of translating documents in one of five 
languages in which he is fluent. 

Argondizzo is best known as the host of the Voice of 
ltaly radio program, which has been bounced all around the 
radio dial from the former WTOS-FM, now WEZW, back 
in 1966, to its present spot on the dial at WMSE-FM. The 
station is operated by the Milwaukee Schoo! of 
Enginecring and is at 91.7 on the dial. He is presently 
heard from 3 to 6 p.m. on Sundays. In past ycars 
Argondizzo's program has been heard on stations from 
Kenosha 10 Port Washington, from downtown Milwaukee 
to Elm Grove. The Voice of Italy has also been heard on 
WAWA, WQFM (before it became a rock-and-roll station), 
WGLB in Port Washington and WKZN in Zion, Ill. 

He has been host for all but one year of the Voice of Italy 
program, which he gave up for one year beeausc of the long 
journey he had to make from Cudahy to Zion, UL. the 
home of WKZN-FM. 

The three-hour non-commercial program is a mix of 
{talian and local news and sports as well as Italian music. 
He obtains most of his local news from the Italian 
Community Center. The news and sports from Italy is 
received each week from a phone hookup to the Italian 
Radio and Television News Bureau based in New York. 

Argondizzo has lived on the South Side since 1962 and 
now resides at 3328 E. Bottsford Ave., Cudahy. He came 
here from Cosenza, Italy, and obtained his citizenship in 

1967. 

He has worked at the Bucyrus-Erie Division since 1964, 
starting as a foundry yard helper in the melting deparument 
and operated an overhead crane in the assembly department 
before being laid off recently. 

He came to Milwaukee after working as a translator in 
Switzerland and Uruguay. He can speak Italian, French,

A fair amount was said over the Dailas area radio and ‘iV stations about the 
passing of Gordon Mclendon. Enough cannot be said about the innovations he contriputed to 
the industry. while i never had the opportunity to meet the man, tnose folks 1 know wno had 
worked for hin neld him in the highest respect. KLIF-1190’s David Gola show nad a 
three-nour tribute to him... with interviews and memories from former employees, ana a few 
of those yreat old KLIf jingles. Fred Vobbe was sent a tape of the proyram; perhaps ne ‘11 
use save of it on a future auaio news letter. 

In a recent AM Switch, KSKY-660 was noted as being close to completiny its night time 
facilities and would be on soon. And that tney are, with only 500 watts of power (tney “re 
10 kw days) and a signal tnat is apparently aimec south. while their new autnority 
indicates the city of license to be Balch Springs, Texas (just soutneast of Dallas), the 
nignt site was built on tneir present daytime site on Bruton Road in the Pleasant Grove 
neighborhood of Dallas. Two additional towers were added, erected in tact over tne Memorial 
Day weekend. Im apout 7 miles east of the site, ana their signal nere is ratner joor, with 
tne usual Latin American pounding in.

KSKY nas an interesting nistory. l1t was the first Dallas station to feature a recorded 
music format in the early 1940’s. ‘The call letters came from the fact that until 1982, tne 
studio was located in the jenthouse of the Stoneleigh Hotel, near downtown Dallas. Their 
old studios were classic, yorgeous wood and plaster construction with a framea letter from 
an acoustical consultant verifying the frequency response and sound control capabilities of 
the room. I would think that at one time vou could have found a “potted palm" there, too! 

Today, the station broadcasts paid religion of all Kinds; its most interesting feature 
(to me, at least) is a weekly program of Czech nusic and news heard Sundays at 3:00 pr. The 
station doesn’t really sound all that professional - some. of the progran quality is terrible 
(that’s audio, friends, not content!) - but someone told ime that KSKY was the most 
profitable station in Dallas ... I believe it. 

Here’s another oddity I’ve noticed ... and it’s an interesting fluke. In 1985, Price 
Comaunications purchased KQMA-1520, Oklanoma City. ‘This past spring, the same firm 
purchased what is now WWKB-1520 Buffalo. For years KOMA and WWKB have been the dominant 
clears on 1520, protecting each other.

Congress Allots Funds @ 
For Cuban Interference

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“: Washington DC ... Congress has ap- 


propriated funds that the US Information 
Agency (USIA) can use to compensate 
Florida AM stations in their battle with 
interfererice from high-powered Cuban 
stations. 

However, there is no indication when 
that money will reach broadcasters. 
Some interference-plagued stations have 
been waiting for funds since 1984, when 
the FCC began its program to compen- 
sate stations that made technical im- 
provements to offset increasing Cuban 
interference. 

The legislative body has “authorized 
to appropriate up to $500,000" that can 
be spent on FCC issued monetary recom- 
mendations, according to USIA Counsel 
John Lindberg. 

While the FCC has recommended that 
six stations, so far, receive compensation, 


“ only one has confirmed that it has re- 


ceived any funds. Five of the six recom- 
mendations were made in early 1986. 


USIA request 

While the FCC examines the individual 
interference cases, it does not handle dis- 
bursement of the funds. The recommen- 
dations are forwarded to the USIA, 
which then requests the money from 
Congress. 

USIA officials have previously said 
that, rather than making a number of 
small requests to Congress for the funds, 
it would rather wait and make large 


. Fequests. 


Even though the funds have been ear- 


~ marked, Lindberg said no time frame has 


been established as to when the stations 
would actually receive the funds. There 
are still many details to be worked out,” 
he maintained. 

The funds are for the USIA’s “radio 
construction account,” Lindberg said, 
and will be targeted for “payment of 
claims for damages.” 

However, Lindberg said the $500,000 
will not cover future claims, which could 
come to a $1.5 million total. 

While the FCC recommended claims 
in the six cases so far total $501,172, Lilo 
Cunningham, of the FCC’s Audio Serv- 
ices Division, said more stations are wait- 
ing compensation recommendations. 

The six Florida stations that have had 
their claims approved include: WINZ, 
Miami, $31,461; WVCG, Coral Gables, 
$245,751; WNWS, South Miami, 
$113,271; WIOD, Miami, $84,027: 
WSUN, St. Petersburg, $12,265; and 
WEAT, We:- Palm Beach, $14,397. 


Still waiti xg 

Rick Edy ‘ards, head of engineering for 
Guy Ganne:t Broadcasting, which owns 
WINZ, said his station has not seen any 
compensation yet, even though the 
station was one of the first to tile for 
it. 

However, Edwards criticized the larger 
claims made by some stations. He said 
his station tried to hold the cost as low 
a possible, doing much of the technical 
work in-house. 


WINZ’s costs were also kept relative- 
ly low, he added, because the station 
relied primarily on a power increase, and 
did not need to change its tower array 
or purchase new land for a new antenna 
site. 

WEAT GM Jim Connor said his sta- 
tion is also waiting for compensation. 
However, he said that the amount the 
$14,397 the FCC recommended in com- 
pensation for WEAT’s problems is a 


mere “one-tenth of the $150,000 or bet- 
ter that we actually spent.” 

Even with extensive improvements—a 
new ground system, a fourth tower and 
a new phaser—WEAT's 1 kW nighttime 
signal is only “slightly better” than be- 
fore, Connor said. 

He criticized the Commission’s com- 
pensation program, saying it lacked “real 
guidelines. The rules were vague. We'd 
apply for something and then the FCC 
would want more documentation.” 

“We haven't seen a penny, yet,” he 
said. Connor added that most of the 
other Miami-area stations are in the same 
boat. 

Officials from WVCG, WIOD and 
WNWS could not be reached by RW 
to comment on the conipensation plan. 
Only one official (from WSUN) indicated 
his station had seen any compensa- 
tion funds, but that was “long ago,” he 
said. 


Interference continues 

South Florida stations still report a sig- 
nificant, steady level of interference from 
Cuba, although, for the most part, there 
are no reports of it increasing or 
decreasing. 

“It's about the same,” said Bob Mc- 
Kinney, the engineer-in-charge at the 
Commissions Ft. Lauderdale monitoring 
station. "We routinely see (Cuban) sta- 
tions up and down (in power).” 

He said complaints of increased inter- 
ference are often related to atmospheric 
conditions. “It’s seasonal. When a cool 
front passes, interference seems to pick 
up. 

McKinney said Cuba occasionally 
“performs tests” on certain frequencies, 
causes interference, and then stops them 
as mysteriously as they started. In Aug- 
ust, such a test was noticed on 943 kHz. 

Edwards said the 943 kHz jammer seri- 
ously affected WINZ, on 940 kHz. The 
Cuban station, a poor audio relay of 


Cuba's “Radio Reloj,” cut WINZ’s cover- - 


age area by 25-30 %, he said. 


However, Edwards said he tollowed 
through with the complaint to the FCC 
and to the US State Department. After 
two weeks, the jammer disappeared, he 
added. 

McKinney reported that the US did 
send a telex to Cuba regarding the sta- 
tion on 943 kHz. 

Despite the resolution of that imme- 
diate problem, Edwards said, “Cuban in- 
terference is still there.” 


WSUN’s problems 

Despite a major power increase at St. 
Petersburg’s WSUN, the station still re- 
ports a severe Cuban interference prob- 
lem at night. 

Even with his station's power increase 
from 5 kW to 10 kW, WSUN CE Frank 
Berry said Cuban interference during the 
past year at his station has been getting 
worse. 

“L'noticed a big increase last spring,” 
Berry said. He added that listeners in 
parts of WSUN’s city of license report a 
Cuban station underneath. 

Berry said he believes the Cuban sta- 
tion on WSUN’s 620 kHz frequency up- 
graded from 30 kW to 50 kW. 

“There is very little (more) we can do,” 
he said, “except to change our frequen- 
cy, but that would be a very remote 
possibility, because the spectrum is so 
crowded.” 

WEAT's Connor added: “In all practi- 
cality, there is no (US) nighttime AM in 
South Florida. Most stations hardly have 
any nighttime coverage.” 

In related news, Cuba has maintained 
that it wants to start an English-language, 
high-powered AM station to serve the 
US, in retaliation for the Voice Of Amer- 
ica's Spanish-language Radio Marti serv- 
ice to Cuba on 1180 kHz, which started 
last year. 

Sources indicate the threatened new 
service, dubbed “Radio Lincoln.“ may be 
more likely now, in the wake of col- 
lapsed talks on emigration and broad- 

casting issues between the two nations 
during the summer. 
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
